Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 70 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended Septem- 
ber 14, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 12.3 per 1,000 of popula- 
tion, which is estimated at 16,024,458. 

Dartmouth. — Month of August, 1907. Estimated population, 
7,000. Total number of deaths, 6. No deaths from contagious dis- 
eases reported. 

London. — One thousand and eighty-three deaths were registered 
during the week, including measles 10, scarlet fever 12, diphtheria 11 , 
enteric fever 3, whooping cough 25, tuberculosis 172, and 66 from 
diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 
11.9 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,534 deaths were registered. In 
the " outer ring " the deaths included 1 from measles, 5 from diph- 
theria, 1 from scarlet fever, and 8 from whooping cough. 

Salford. — Two weeks ended September 14, 1907. Estimated popu- 
lation, 236.670. Total number of deaths, 133, including diphtheria 6, 
whooping cough 2. scarlet fever 2, and phthisis pulmonalis 14. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended September 14, 1907, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 17.1 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1.117,547. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Newry, viz. 4.2, and the highest in Lurgan, viz, 31.0 per 1,000. In 
Dublin and suburbs 137 deaths were registered, including diphtheria 
2, enteric fever 2, measles 1, whooping cough 1, and 24 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended September 14, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 15.3 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,812.171. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Dundee, viz, 16.7, and the 
lowest in Perth, viz, 10.5 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 532, including diphtheria 6. enteric 
fever 4, measles 3, and 18 from whooping cough. 

Spain — Hueloa. — Month of August, 1907. Total number of deaths, 
63, including enteric fever 2, and 7 from tuberculosis.
